T’l'.e recent Goodwood meeting was one of the 
best of t!ie year in England, in respect of racing 
of cxTrciiio interest. Particr.hu l.v <lid tiie iwo- 
yoar-olds show brilliantly. In respect to this fea- 
ture W. Alli-on said in London Sportsman at the 
comdusicn of the meeting: 

“’riiis has been a deligi:tful week of racing on 
what is the most delightiul of all race oourses, 
and one approaches the last day of it with iwiign- 
fiiit regret that, like all mimdano pleasures, it is 
coming to an end — and yet not really to an end, 
for the spirit of Goodwood sport never dies, tliougii 
m.aterialist money -griibbcr.s may fail to ui»preciate 
this fact. 

“We have not seen .any great three-year-olds 
rnn, but certainly Ihero have been .good two-year- 
obD, and among them Lcmbai-h might seem to 
have lost caste, but, I think, he and all the rest 
of the field for the Riciimond Stakes cn Tuesday 
were up.-et l*y the astounding vagaries of Foildcr, 
which effectually settled the chance of Shinuiiig 
Willow. It is easy to understand that Mr. J. B. 
Joel would not object to his brother’s colt, hut 
tl'.o- beliavior of ti e winner was so glaring, although 
ridden l.y a strong jockey Lko I’arslake, tliat I 
fully e::pcc‘ed t’oe stewards would take action on 
their own aecoimt. Anyhow. Fodder is woefully 
short of baek ribs, and not likely to train on into 
:ni.vt!t!u,g g:»od. Lemb:i<’h is not iiuite so ginxl as 
he promised to be, and I exiiect to see 8l:iunig 
Willow reverse the running whenever they meet 
again.

Vet here we .se»-n Mooufleet’s son, ('ondov»‘r, 
and there is nothing of Ix'shia about liini but ipiiie 
a good (ieal (»f Jolin o’Giumt, his maternal grand- 
sire. Ppike Island’s defe.-it on Wednesday ma.v be 
passed into the limbo of the forgotten, for he 
didn’t get off on anything like g(»«»d terms, but 
Unison, which wa.s just beaten in that race by 
Firefiind, m.iy he something extra. He is hy 
I’omuiern, but his dam. .Nathalie, has not bred 
auyiliiiig great up to now. So much the better 
for Pouimein if Unis on does well. 

“I must <onfcss that I did not like K.eyon v.dien 
I first saw him in the paddor*k. He is of the 
heavy and lumbering Sundridge type with which 
we have bcea long familiar, as distinguished from 
the Sunatar and Radiant sort. Tin* hig, heav.v 
chestnuts, including Sundridge himself, have never 
stayed more than a mile, and Sicyon is certainly 
one of this typo. Nevertheless, he is a rare mover 
wlicn extended, ami his inethoil of winning the 
Prince of Wales Stakes left nothing whatever to 
lx? desired, tliougii 1 fanc.v Fordiiigbridge, whicli 
finished second, will train 0:1 into the Ixdter sta.ver. 
Selene is another good two-year-old winner of the 
w^'ek, and quite one of Chaucer’s best. After :ill, 
Chamer is about the best bred stallion in England, 
b.v St. Simon, out of Canterbury Pilgrim. What

SOME ELDERLY IRON HORSES ENGLISH RACING RESULTS 



British Veterans Which Raced and Won in Old 
Age — Submit Most Famous of Recent Ones. 



I Abbots Trace Takes Stockton Handicap- 
Polemarch Best in Great Northern Leger. 



Submit, as a thn*e-year-old, won the Cesare- 
witcli of 1909. and has been successful c|uite re- 
cently in a race under National H)int rules. 
Other ancients are still engaged in the winter 
game, but let us look into the reiords of some 
more or le.ss patriarchal horses which have i»cr- 
formed “on the flat.’’ 

In 1744 Partner, b.v Old Partner, as a fourteen- 
.vear-idd, ran in three races and won two of them, 
and two years later Black Clianc«, hy Hutton’s 
Bay B.irb, ;iLo a fonrteen- 3 'car-old, repeated the 
sanut i»erformaiice. Then the famous Gimeraek 
I.ady Sarah Banbury’s “sweetest little horse that 
ever was’’ — as an eleveii-year-<dd. w’on a raee over 
the Newmarket Bound ('onrse. which w'as then 
three miles and six furlongs, beating eight others, 
among wliich were Bclario. TcetoUim and the 
five-year-old Sportsman. Then Treiithams. as a 
ten -year-old, won a sweei>st«kes at the Newmarket 
Second Spring Meeting, starting at li to 1, with 
12S ]>ounds up. ;iml on the follow’ing day won 
the .Tock«*y Club Plate. Both races were over the 
Beacon Course, which was then four miles one 
furlong and 13M .vards in length. In his si.x 

seasons on the turf he won $42,2.50 and two 
.lockey Club Plates. Passing over Mother Brown, 
wlib'h ran as a tw elve-.veai -old and then had six 
foals among which was .lerry Sneak. whi'*h w.-is 
foaled when she was twenty-five, and wdiich in 
Ills turn won two races out of ten attempts over 
fmir miles when he was thirteen years of age. one 
comes on to I.«alage. h.v Hero, w’hich won four times 
out of six outings in his twelfth year. Then Ex- 
ciseman. by Sweetbriar, in 179;L at the age of 

twelve, won seven races out of twelve over courses 

varving from five furlongs to four miles. 

• Gohanna, w'hich was lM*ateu half a length by 
Waxy for the 1793 Dfrby, w'on a race over two 
and a half miles at Lewes when he was ten, and 
when sent to the stud sired, among others, KJloc- 
tion, which, on his first appearance in luiblic, w’on 
the LS07 IbThy from a fi<*hl of twelve. Then there 
is an interval of a year or two until Marksman, 
by Payuator, is found winning the Yeoman’s Plate 
at Ashford, with over 140 i>ounds up, over two 

and a half miles (three heats), at the age of 
eighteen .vears.

Dr. tS.vntax, another son of Pa.vnator, won three 
races at twelve years old and took the cup at 
Preston in seven sno<*essive years. Euphrates, by 
Quiz, won the Gold Cnp at Ludlow, the cup at 
Wolverhampton and a King’s Plate at Lichfield in 
his fourteenth year; and Prosody, after winning 
races in her eleventh year, was bred in the same 
year and had six foals, .several of which w’on good 
rai-es. Another usefiii sort of mare was Catlierina. 
W'hich ran as a two-year-old unsiiccessf)illy. but 
won every season afterward until, at the age of 
eleven, she started for twenty -eight races and 
won twelve, among them being three wins in one 
day. As each race was run in heats, this took 
some doing, and it is surprising that after all she 
ha«i. when scut to I lie stud, nine gisid Gt.-ils. 

Next one comes to Isaac, hy Figaro, tiiis horse 
ran as a three -year -old w'ithout success, but then
